This made Roſader halfe mad, 
that ſtepping to a great rake that ſiood in the garten, belaidſuch 
load vpon bis bzothers men, that be tut lome of them, 4 made the 
reſt of them run awap, Saladine ſetiug Roſader ſo te ſolute, # with 
his reſolution fo valiant, thought bis heeles his beſt ſafetre, & tooke 
him ta a loft adiopning to the Garden, whither Roſider purſue 
him hotlp, Saladme afraid of his bauthets furie, cried out to — 
| | thus; 
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thus. Roſader be not ſo raſh, I am thy bother and thine elder, and if 
A bane done thee w2ong Jle make chee amends: revenge not anger 
tn bloud, fo2 lo (alt chou Caine che vertue of old ſir Iohn of Bout - 
deaux: (ap where thou att diſconteuc, and thou (halt be ſatiſfied, 
Bzothers frownes ought not to be periods of math: what man, look 
not ſo lonely, I know we (bal be friends, * better friends then we 
baut bin, Fon, Am uni ire anory redowegratio oft. 

Theſe wozds appeaſed the choller of Rolader ,( foz be was of a 
miloe and courttons nature) ſo that he laid downe his weapons, and 
vpoa the faith of a Gentleman , aſſure d bis bother be woulo offer 
hun no p2etadice ; whereupon Sladine came downe,and after a lic · 
tle paclep : they imbzaced each other and became friends, and Sala · 
dine pzomiſing Roſader the reſtitution of al his lands, and whar 
fauour elſe, quoth he, any waies my ability q; the nature of abzother 
map perfozme, Apen the ſe ſugred reconciliations chep went into 
the houſe arme in atme togither , tothe great content of al the old 
ſeruants of fic lohn of Bourdeaux, Thus continued the pad hidden 
in che ram, til it chance d that Toriſmond Ring of France hadap» 
pointed foz his pleaſure a day of Mʒaſlling and of Tournament ta 
duſie his Commons beads, left being idle, their thoughts ſbould run 
bpsn moze ſerious matters, and cal coremembyance their olde ba. 
aiſbed Ring: a Champioa there was to landagainſt al comers, a 
Normanec,aman of cal ature & of great fireagth, ſo vallanc that in 
many ſuch conflicts be alwapes bare away the victozp , not ouly o⸗ 
nerthꝛo wing them which be encountted, but often with the waight 
of his bodie killing them outright, 5aladine hearing of this, think» 
ing now not to let the ball fal to the ground, but to take oppozxtunt- 
tie by the fozebcad : fir by ſecrec weanes conuented with the Nor- 
man, ę pzocurcd him withrich rewards toſweare, that if Rolader 
came within his clawes , be Would neuer moze returne toquarrell 
with Saladine fo: his poſſeſſions, The Norman deſirous of pelfe, 
as. ( Ds m/s ment's imops oblatnm reſprit taking great gifts 
fo; little Gods, took the crownes of S4ladine to perfozme the ira» 
tagem. Yauing thus tied the Chanpian to his villainous determc- 
nation by oath;, he pzoſecuted the intent of his purpoſe thus. De 
went to pong Roſader, ( who in al bis thoughts reacht at honoz, 
and gaſed no lower then vertue commanded) and began to cel hi 
al this Tournagient and Ajaſtling, how the ng Gd Res 
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tas al the chiefe Meeres of F. ance , with al the beautiful damoſels 
of the countrep : nowe byother quoth he, fo; the honoꝭ of Sir lohn 
of Bodrdeaux,out renowned father,to famons that houſe that neuer 
bath bin found without men appzoued in Chiualry, Sew thy re lolu. 
tion to be peremptozy, Fo my ſclfe thou kuoweſt though J amel. 
deſt by birth, pet never having attempced ou deedes of Armes,Y 
am pongeſt to perfozme any martial cz ploits, knowing better how 
co ſutuep mp lands, then to charge mp L aunce:mp brother Feruan- 
dine he is at Paris.Pozing on a few papers, haumg moze inſight into 
Sophiltry & pꝛintipals of Philoſophy, then any watlike indeuours: 
but thou R olader the pongeſt in yeares, but the eldeſt m valour, art 
a man of trength, and dareſt doe what honour allowes ther: take 
thou my fathers Launte, bis ©wozd, and his Hozſe,and hie chee to 
the Tournament, aud either there valiantly crack a ſpeare,o2 ttit 
withthe Norman fo the palme of actiuity The wo2vs of Saladine 
were but ſpurs to afree hoſe, foz he had ſcarce vecered chem, ert 
Roſader tooke him in his armes, taking bis pzoffer ſo kindly that he 
pꝛomiſed in what he might to requite his curtefie. The next mozrow 
was the day of the tournament, E Roſader was ſo deſitsus to en 
his heroical choghts,that be hath pal the night with licle flexpe, but 
aſſoone as Phoebus had vailed the Curtain of the night, and made 
Aurora blulb with giuing ber the bezo las labras in ber luer 
Couch, he gat him vp, and taking his le aut of his bother, mounted 
bimſelfe towards the place appointed, thinking every mile tenne 
leagues dil be came there, E ut leauing bim ſo deſirous of the iourny, 
to Tariſmend the king of France, who hauing by fozce baniſbed 
Geriſmond their lawſul King that liued as an outlaw in the fozreR 
of Arden,ſought now by al meanes to keepe the French buſied with 
al ſpozts chat might byerd their content. Amongft the reſt he hay 
appointed this ſolemne Turnament, whereunto he in moft ſolemne 
waner reſozted, accompained with che twelue peeres ofFrance,whs - 
rather fo feare then laue graced with the (ew of chep? dutiful fa» 
uours, to feede their eyes, and to make the beholders pleaſed with 
the ſight of moſt rare gliſtering oblects, be had appointed his own 
daughter Alinda to be there, and the fai e Roſalynd daughter vnto 
Geriſmond, with al the beautiful Damoſels that were famous 
fo2 they} features in al France . | 


| Thus in that place did lone and mat At be (ei 
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ſuch as were martiat, might bſe their Lance to be renowned fo2 the 
excellency of their Cheualry, and ſuch as were amozous, niche glue 
themſelues with gaſiag on the beauties of moi heauenlp creacures. 
As euety mans epe hath his ſeveral ſuruep , and fancie was partial 
in their lookes, yet al in generall applauded the admirable riches 
that Nature beſtowed on the face of Roſalynd: e vpon her checkes 
there ſeemed a battel between the Gꝛates who ſhould beſ om moſt 
fauours to make ber excellent. The blah that gloned Luna when 
the kiſt the Shepheard of the hils of Latmos, was not camted with 
ſuch a pleaſant die, as the Uermillion floziſhe on the Uluet hue of 
Rolalyndes countenaunce : her eyes were like thoſe Lampes that 
make che melthy couert ofthe heauens moze gozgeous , ſparkling 
fauour and diſbaine, courteous and yet cop, as it in them Venus 
bad placed al her amozites,4 Drana all ber thaſtitv. The trammels 
of her haire,folded ina Call of golde, ſo far ſurpaſl the butniſht gli. 
Cer of mettal, as the Sunne doth the meaneft Starte in bzight- 
neſſe: the treſſes that foldes in the owes of Apollo were notha!fe 
lo rich to the light, fo2 in her hauts n ſeemed Love hadlapd her ſelf 
in ambuſb, to entrap the pzouveft C— — 
cellence, what (huld J need to velcipher hir particular beauties whe 
by the cenſure of al, de was the Paragon of al earthly perfection; 
This Roſalind (at( 4 ſay)with Alinda as a beholder of theſe ſpoꝛts 
and made the Caualiers cracke their Laur ces with moze courage: 
ma ip deedes of Knighthood that day were perfomed, and many ꝑꝛi · 
ſes were giuen accozdingto their ſeueral delſarts, at laſt when the 
Tournament ſealed, the wzaftling began, and the Norman pꝛeſt̃. 
ted himſelfe as a challenger again@ al commers, but he looked like 
Herculeswhen he aduanſt himſeife againſt Achelous, ſo that the 
fury of his countenance amaſed al that durſt attempt co encounter 
with bim in any deed of actiuitie,cil at che [aſt a luſtie Fanckling of 
the Country came with two cal men that were bis ſonnes of good 
liniaments and comely perſonage : the eldeſt of theſe dsoing obe y. 
{ance to the Ring, entred the Lift, + pzeſented himſelſe co the Nor- 
man,who ſtraight coapt with him, and as a man that would tri⸗ 
umpb in the gloꝛie of his ſtrength, rouſed himſelf with lach fur», that 
not only he gaue him rhe fal,bnt killed him with che weight of bis 
coxpulent perſonage: which the ponger bzocherſeeing,leape preſent» 
ly into che place, Ara au: aſlapled the Nor- 
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man with fuch valour, chat at che fit encounter he bought bim t 
bis knet a, which te puiſt ſa the Norman that reconeritig hunſe le 
feare of diſgract doiidianct his ſirrng ih, beftept ſo tarneſily to the 
pang Franckim , that taking hum vp in his armes he them bim a» 
gaiuſt the ground fo vialently, that he note bis necke, and ſo ent ed 
bis dates with his brother. At this vnlookt fo maſſacre the people 
murmured, and werte al ma derpe paſliau ot puty, but te Ft. ck · 
line father vnto the le, nc uer changed bus taunienante, but as a mart 
of a couragious relalut ian. tooke vp the'bodirs of hrs ſonnes with- 
out ſhew of outward diſcontent, 

All this while ſtood Roſader and ſaw this Tragedie, who noting 
the vndoubted vertue ot the Fraucklins minde, abghted off from his 
Voꝛle, + prefcntly ſate down on the grafir# cammaũde v his bop to 
pul off his boots, making him reavp to trythe ficength of this cham- 
pion, being furniſbt as he would, he claptthe Francklin onthe ſboul 
der and {aid thus: Bold peoman whoſe ſonnts haue eudes the terme 
of their peares with-hanour,fo2 that J ſee thou ſcoʒnt ſi ſoꝛtune with 
paticuce, #ithwarceſtiche miury of fare with contenc,in bz0oking the 
thy (ornesy Nanda while and eicher let me make a thitd in 
their cagedie, oz elle revenge then ſal with an honozable triumph: 
the Franck lin ſeting ſo goodly a Gentle mã ta giut hun luch curte. 
ous comfozt, gaue him harty thankes, with pzomiſe to pay foꝝ his 
bappie ſuccelle . d ich that Roſader vailed bonet tothe King, any 
lightlp leapt within the hſls , mbere noting moꝛe the tompany thrn 
the cambatant, be caſt bis eye vpou the troope of Lavies that gliſ. 
teted like the ſtars of beauen, but at the laſt Laue willing to make 
bim amozous as be was valtant,pzeſented him wich the ſight ol Ro- 
ſalind, whole admiradle bt autie lo inutagled the c ie of Roſader, that 
ſoꝛgettiug himſelf; be ſteoÞ and fed his looks on the fauour of Roſa- 
lands face, which (be pertetumg, bluſht: wbich was fuch a doubling 
of her beouceous excellentit, that the baſblul ted of Aurora , at the 
ſight of pnaquainted Yhacton, was not halft ſo glonous, 

+ The'Norman ſtring this poung Gentleman fetcered in the 
tooke of the Ladies, dzaue bum out of his Memento with aſhate 
by the Choulder : Roſader looking backt with an angry frowne, ag 
if he had becne wakened from ſome pleaſant dzcame diſcoueredto 
al bp the fury of his counteuance that de was 1 man of ſome high 
thoughts: but when they al noted his youth and the (weotenefſe of 
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his viſage, with a generalapylanſe of fauoars, they grieued that ſg 
goodly & pong man ſhould venture in ſo baſe an action: but ſeeing 
it were to his dich onoꝛ to hinder him from his enterpriſe, tht y wile 
bim to be graced with the palme of victozie, After Roſader was 
thus called ont of his Memento by the Norman, he roughly clape 
bim with ſo fierce an incounter, that thep both fel on che groud, ang 
with the violence of the fat were fozced co bzeathe: in which ſpace 
the Norman called to mind by al tokens , that this was he mhm 
Saladine had appointed him to kil: which coniccture made hum 
ftretch cucrp limbe, and try every line m, that wozking his death he 
might recduer the gold, which lo bountifally was pzomliev him. On 
the contrarp part, Roſader while he bzcathed was not idle, but fil 
caſt an eye vpou Roſalyn4, who co encourage hun with a fauour, 
lent him ſuch an amozous looke,as might haue made the moſt cow- 
ard deſperate : which glaunce of Nolalind ſo fiered the paſſionate 
deſices of Roſader, that turning to the Norman, ht ran vpen him 
and bzaued him with a frong encounter:the Norman receied him 
as valiantl y, that there was a ſoze combate, hard to iudge on whole 
ſide foztune would be pzodigal. Atlaſt Roſader calling to mind the 
beauty of his new Piſtreſle, the fame of his fathers honours , any 
the diſgrace that ſhould fal to his hauſe by miſfoztune, rowſen 
himſelfe and thꝛew the Norman againſt che ground, falling vppon 
his chef with ſo willing a weight, that theNorman peelded nacure 
her due, and Roſader the victo2p, The death of this champion, as it 
highly contented che Franck lin, as a man ſatiſfied with revenge, ſo 
it dꝛew the King and al the Peares into a great admpzacton , that 
lo poung yeares, and ſo beautiful a perſonage, ſhould containe ſuch 
martial excellence: but when they knew him to be the poungeſt ſon 
of fix Iohn of Bourdeaux, the Ring roſe from his ſeate and imbya- 
ted him, aud the Peeres intreated him with al fauourable curteſie, 
commendiag both his valour and his vertues, withinghimto goa 
loꝛward in ſuch haughty deeds, that he might atcaine tothe glozpof 
his fathers bonoꝛable foꝛtunts. LSE LIE 
As the King and Lozdes graced him embzacing ; ſo the Las 
dyes favoured him with their lookes, eſpecially Roſalind, whom 
the beauty and valour of Koſader hadalreadp touched but he ac. 
tounte d loue 2 top, and kancit a momentary paſſion, that as it was 
taken in with a geze, might be Son 1 a winkt: and 1 
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f. are nat to da lly in the flame, and to make Noſader know He af. 
fected him, tooke from het necke a Jewel, and ſent it by a Page to 
the yong Gentleman. The p213: that Venus gaue to Pr, was not 
balfe ſo pleaſiag to the Troyan,as this gain was te Roſader:fo2 if 
loꝛtunt had went to make himicife (ole Monarch of the wozld, he 
would rather haue tefuſed ſuch digmty, then have loft the Tewell 
ſent him by Roſaiynd, To teturne het with the like he was vofurnt- 
ed, and pct that he might moze then in bi lookes diſcouet his afl ec 
tion, vc le pt into a tent, aud taking pen and paper wait his fancy:

This Sonnet he ſent to Roſalind, which when {bc read, ſhe blutbe, 
but with a \weet conteut in that (be percetucd lout had allotted her 
ſo amozous a ſernant, Leaving ber to hernew entertained fancies: 
againe to Roſader, who triumphing inthe glozy of this conqueſt, 
' accompained with a troopeof yong Gentlemen, that were deſirous 
to bt bis famittars, went home to his bzother Salacines , who was 
walking befoze the gates, to heare what ſucceſſe his bzother Roſa- 
der would baue aſſuring himſelfe of his death, and deurſing how 
with diſimulep ſozrow , to celebzate his funerals : as bee was in 
this thought, he caſt vppe his eye, and lam where R oſader returned ' 
buith the gatland on bis head, as haning wonne the Pilze, accom- 
payned with a crue of boone companions:grieued at this, de Repc in 
and fhiitthe gate. Roſader ſeeing this, and not looking foz ſuch vn. 
kinde entertainment, biuſht at che diſgrace , and yet \mothered his 
griefe with a ſnule. he turned to ihe Gentlewen, and defiredthem to 
hold bis bzothcr excuſed, fo2 be did not this bp6 any maliclons intent 
oz nigatdize, but bt iug byough! vp in the countrep, de abſenttd him · 
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ſelle, as not fiuding his nature fi: fax. ſucy pouthful comp mie. Thus 
he (ought to ſhadom abules p2ofered by his bother, but in vaine, 
fo; he could by no meanes be ſufieted to enter: whereupon hee ran 
bis foote agaunſt the dooze, and hake it open, dzawmg bis [wopd, x 
entring boldly into the hal, where hee found none, foz al were fied, 
bat one Adam Spencer an Engl.{hman, who had been au old and 
truſtie ſeruant of ſit lohn of Burdeaux : hee for the le ue he bare to 
bis deceaſed maiſter, fauouted the part of Roſader, t gaue him and 
bis ſuch encertainement as he could, Roſader gaue him thanks, and 
looking about, ſeeing the Wal emptie ſaid : gentleman you are wel- 
come, frolicke, and be merry, you ſhal be ſure ts haut wine inough, 
whatſoever pour fare be, I tell pour Cauabers, mp bꝛothet hathin 
bis bouſe fiue tunne of wine, and as long as that laſteth F beſzew 
bim chat ſpate th his liquoz, With p be burſt opt the butterp doce, 
and with che helpe ot Adam Spencer toutted the tables, and ſec 
downe whotſocuer he could find in the houſe, but what they wanted 
in meat,was ſupplied with dzink, yet had they royal chcere,# with: 
al ſachheartie welcome, as would haut made the cout ſeſt meates 
ſeeme delicates After they had feaſted and frolickt it twiſe oz thyiſe 
with an vpſcy freeze, they all cooke their leaue of Roſader, and de · 
parted. Aſloone as they wrre gone, Roſader growing impatient of 
the abu le, dzew bis lwond, and ſwoze tobe ttuenged of che diſcour« 
teous Saladine, pet by the mranes of Adam Spencer,who ſought 
to continue friendibrp and amitie betwirt the bzethzen, and thzough 
the fla:tering ſubmiſſion of Saladine, they were once again recon» 
tiled, and put vp al fazepaſſeo inturies wich a peaceable agreement, 
luuing cogither fo? a good ſpace in ſuch bzotherlp loue, as did not 0n« 
ly retopce the ſetuants, but made al the gentlemen and bozveriug 
reighbo2s glad ofſuch triendly concozd, Saladine hiding fire in the 
tra w, and concealing a poyſoned hate in a peaceable countenance, 
pet defecring the intent of his wzath, til fitter oppoztunitie, he ſhews 
ed bimlelfe a great fauouter of his bzothers bertuous tndeuours; 
where leauing tat᷑ in this happie league, let vs return to Roſalind, 

Roſa lind teturning home from the triumph after ſhe wared ſoli- 
tarp, loue pꝛeſented her with the Idea of Roſaders perfection,aud 
taking ber at diſcouert, ſtrooke her ſo deep, as (be felt her ſelf grow 
paſſing paſſionate, the began to call to minde the comlineſſe of his

At theſe words Roſader liſted vp his eve, 
and laoking on Adam Speacer, begũ co weep. Ab A lam quoth he, 
I ſoꝛtow fot to die, bit A grieue at the maner of m death. pig he 
Amit mp launce encounter the ent mie, and ſa vie in the field, it 
mers honoz,aad content: might J (Adam) canzbat with ſome — 
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beat, and periſh as his pray. I were ſatiſfied,but to die with bſiger, 
O Adam, it is the extreameſt of all extreames, Paiſter(quoth he) 
pou lee we are both in one p2edicament, & long J cannot live with. 
out meate: ſeeing therefoze we can fiadno food, let the death of the 
one pzeſerue the life ofthe other. J am old, and ouerwazne with 
age, you are pong, and are the hope of manp honoꝛs, let mee then 
die, J will pzeſently cut mp vepaes, and maſter, with the warme 
bloud relicue your fainting ſpirits ſuck on that til J end, and pou be 
tomloꝛted. With that Adam Spencer was readie lo pull out his 
knife, when Roſader ful of courage, though verie faint, roſe vp, and 
wiſht Adam Spencer to lit there til his returne: fo mp mind giues 
me quath he, J ſhall bzing thee meatt. Mich that, like a mad man 
be role vp, and ranged vp and down the woods, ſceking to encounter 
ſome wild beaſt with his tapier that either he might carty his friend 
Adi food, 02 elle pledge his life in pawne of his loyalty. It hapned 
that dap, that Geriſmond the lawfall king of France, baniſhed by 
Tortiſmond, who with a luuie crew of outlawes liued in that fo3« 
reſt, that day in honour of his birth, made a feat to all his bold peo⸗ 
men, and frolickt it with foze of wine and veniſon, ſitting all at 8 
long table vader the Chadow of Limon trees:to that place by chance 
foztune conducted Roſader, who ſeeing ſuch acrew of bzaue men, 
bauing ſtoze of that, foz want of which he and Adam periſhed, hee 
ſtept boldly to the boꝛds end, and ſaluted the companie thus. 
Whacſocuec thou be that art maiſter of theſe luſſie ſquires, J la. 
{ute thee as graciouſlp as a man in extreame diſtreſſe may i knowe 
that J& afellow friend of mine, ate heere famiſhed in the fozreſt fox 
want of food periſh we muſt, vale le relieued by thy fauozs, Ther» 
foze if thou be a gentleman, giue meate to men, and ſuch as are e.

ly in the face, and ſeeing ſo p2oper a gentleman in ſo bittet paſſion 
was moued with ſo great pittie, that riſing from the table, he tooke 
bim by the hande and babde him welcome, willing him to ſitte 
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L 81d of the feat. fir ( quoth Roſader )but I haue a fee. 
ble frend that lies here by farnifhed almoſt foz food, aged and therfoze 
lefſe able to abide the extreamity of hunger then mp ſelfe,# diſhonour 
it were loz me to taſte one crum, befoze J made him partner of my 


accept of your pzoffer. Away hies Roſader to Adam Spencer,and 
tels him the newes, who was glad of ſo happp foꝛtune, but lo feeble 
he was that he could not goe: Roladei got him vp on his 
backe, e bzought him to the placs- Which when Geriſmond ad his 
men (aw, they greatly applauded their league of friendſhip : c Ro- 
ſader hautng Getiſmonds place aſſigned' him, would not (it there 
bimſelfe, but ſet ds ane Adam Spencer, & Nel tobe ſhort, thoſe hun« 
gry ſquiers fel to their victuals, & feaſted themſelues with good de⸗ 
licates, and great ſtoze of wine, Aſſoon as they had caken thcit repaQt, 
Geriſmond veſirous ta heare what hard foztune dzaue them into 
thoſe bitter ertreamities, requeſted Roſader to diſcourſe, (it were 
not any way pꝛeiu dicial vxto him) the cauſe of his trauel . Roſadet 
( deſirous aup wap ts ſatiſfie the curteſie of bis fauoꝛable Hot, fi 
beginning bis cxordium with a vollee of ſighs, a few luke warme 
teares) pzoſecuted bis diſcourſe, tolde him from point to point al 
his foztunes, bow he was the pongeſt ſonne of fir lohnof Bourde< 
aux bis name Roſader, dam his bzother ſundzp times had wzouged 
bum, and laſtly,how fo; beating the Sheriffe,aud hurting his men he 
fed:and this old man (quoch he) whom J do much loue and honour, 
is ſurnamed Adam Spencer, an old ſrruant of mp Fathers, and 
one (that fo; bis loue)nener fared me in al my miſfoxtunes, When 
Geriſmond heard this, be fel on the neck of Roſader, aud next diſ- 
courfing vnto him, how be was Ger:{mond their lawful Ring, exi- 
led by Toriſmond, what familiatitie had euer been betwixt his father 
fir I ohnof Bourdcaux and him, hom faithful aſubiect he liued, and 
how honozable he died: ꝛomiſing (toꝛ bis ſake) to giue both him and 
bis friend ſuch curteous entercainement, as his pzeſent eſtate cauld 
miniſter : and vpon this made him one of his { ozreffers , Roſ:der 

ſeeing it was the King , craued pardon fo2 his boldneſle, in that he 

did not doe him the due reverence, andhumbly gave him chankes fox 
bis faucurable curtefie . Geriſmond not ſatiſfied pet withnewes, 

beganne to enquire if he had beene lately in the Courze of Loriſ- 

mond, ę whether he had ſcene his daughter Koſalynd,oz no; At this

foztunes : therfoze wil J tun and fetch him, &@ then J wil gratefully 
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Roſadet fetcht a great figh, and ſhedding many feares , could not 
anſwer : pet at laft, gathettag his {pirits together, be reuealcdto the 
Rug, bow Roſalynd was baniibed,# how there was [tich a Dimpa, 
thy of affections betwixt A inda and vet, that (be choſe rather ta be 
partakcr of her exile, then to part tellowfhip : whereupon the vung: 
tural King baniſhed chem boch: and now they are wandered none 
knowes whicher , neither could any learne ſince their departure, the 
place of their abode, This newes aue the king mto agreat melan . 
cholly, that pzeſently he arofe from al che company and went inta 
bis pꝛiuychamber, ſo ſecret as the harbour of che woods would alow 
bim. The company was al vaſht at theſe tipings, and Rofader and 
Adam Spencer hamng ſuch oppoxtaaitie , went to take theirreft,

- The fight of Rolader came to the taxes of I oriimond, who hes. 
ring that Saladine was ſole beire of che lands of fir Iohn of Burde- 
aux, deſtrous to poſſeſſe luch fatrereuenewes, found tuft occaſion ts! 
quarrel with Saiadme, about the,wzongs he p2offercd to his bother: 
and therefoze diſpatching a Herault, he ſent foz Salad me in al poaſt 
baft. Who matuailing what the matter ſhould be, began to ecamme 
his owne conſcience, wherein he had offended his highnefſe : but im. 
boldned with bis tunocence, he boldiy went with che herault vnto the 
Court. Where as ſoone as he came, he was not admitted vats rhe 
pzeſenceof che King , but pꝛeſentiy ſent co p2iſon. This greatly a- 
mazed Saladine, chiefly, in that the Japler had ſtraight charge oucr 
him, to ſee that he ſbold be cloſe pꝛiſonet Many paſſionate thoughts 
came in bia bead, till at laũ be b« gan to fol into confiveration of his 
fozmer fotlies, and to meditate with himleife , Leaning his bead on 
bis hand, and bis elbow on his knee, full of ſozrow, griefe and dil⸗ 


quieted paſſions, hereſolued into thele trarmes, 

Vbeppr Saladine, whome follp hath led ts theſe jimilfoztunes, 
and wanton deſires w2apt within the labzinch of cheſe callami. 

ties. Are not the heanens voomers of mens deedes* And holdes not 

God a ballance in his fiſt, to reward wich fauour, and revenge with 

ind ice ? Oh Saladine, the faults of thy youth, as they were fond, ſo 

were they foule:and not only diſcouertng little noarture, but blemi⸗ 


thing the excelleuce ofnature , Whelpes of one licter are ever moſt

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louing , and bother s chat are ſonnes of one father, ſhould liue in 
friendÞip without iarre. Dh Saladine , ſo it bouldbe ; but thou 
halt with the Deare fedde againſt the winde, with the crabbe ſtroue 
ag und che treame , and ſought to peruert nature by vakindneſſe , 
Roſaders wzongs , the wꝛongs of Roſader ( Saladine) cries foz 
renenge, his pouth pleads to God to inflict ſome penance vpoy thee, 
bis vertues are pleas that infozce wiitces of diſpleaſure co craſſe 
thee : thou haſt highly abuſed thy kinde and natural bzother, and the 
beaucas cannot ſpare to quite thee with puniſbment. There is no 
Ning ta the woꝛme of conſcience, no hel to a mind couched with gilt. 
Cuety wong J offered him (called now to temembꝛance )wzingeth 
a dꝛop of bloud from my haxt, euery bad looke, tuetp frowne pinch- 
eth me at the quicke, and ſates, Saladine, thou haſt ſinued againſt 
Roſader. Be peuiteut, and afſigne thy ſelfe ſome pennance to diſ - 
couer thy ſozrow, and pacifie his math. 

In the depth of bis paſſion, de was (ent fo to the Ring: who 
with a looke that the atned death entertamed him, and demaunded 
of him where his bzother was. Saladine made anſwer, that vpon 
ſome ryot made againſt the Sheriffe of che ſhire, he was fled from 
Bourdeaux, but he knew not whither, Nay villaine ( quoth be) 1 
haue heard of the wzongs thou haſt pzoffered thy bother ſince che 
death of thy father , and by thy meanes haue J loſt a moſt bꝛaue and 
reſolute Cheualier, Therefoze in juſtice to punich thee, J ſpare thy 
life fo2 fathers ſake, but baniſh thre fo2 ever from the Court & cuntty 
of France, and ſet thy departure be wichin ten daics , els truſt me 
thou (halt looſe thy head, & with chat che Ring flew away in a rage, 
and lefc pooze Saladine greatly perplered , Ago gricuing at this 
exile, pet determined to beate it with patience , and penance of his 
fozmer follies to trauaile amoad in every Coaſt til he had found 
out his other Roſader. AVith whom now J doe beginne. 

Roſader being thus pieferredto the place of a Fozrefter by Ge- 
riſmond, rooted out the remembrance of bis bz8th-rs vnkindnes by 
continual excerciſe, trauerſing the groues and wild Foꝛteſtes:part. 
ly to heare che melody of the ſwrete birds which recoꝛded, 2 partly 
to ſhew his diligent indeuour in his maſters behalfe . Yet what ſo. 
euer he did, oꝛ howſocuer he walked, the liuely image of Ro(a'ynde 
remained in memonie : on her ſweete p*rfections he fed his thoughts 
pꝛouing himſelt like the eagle a or bon bird, ſince that the one is

The King noting wel the phiſnomie of Gan:mede, began by his fa. 
uouts to cal to mind the face of his Roſalynd, and with that fetche 
a deep ſigh, Roſader that was paſſing familiar with Geri mond, de. 
manded of him why be ſighed ſo (0ze. Becauſe Rolader quoth he, the 
fauour of Ganimede puts me in mind of Roſalynd.

bozed foz ſo many moneths , Yet haue J pꝛomiled co the beautiful 
ſwepbeardeſſe, co wed my ſelfe neuer co woman extept vnto ber, but 
with this pꝛomiſe, that 1f I can with reaſon ſuppꝛeſſe Phorbes loue 
towards me, (he hal like ot none but of Montanas. To that q, Phor» 
be J ſtand, foz my loue is fo farre beyond reaſon , as it wil admit no 
perſwaſion of reaſon, F oꝛ iuſtice quoth he, I appeale to Geriſmond: 
and to his cenſure wil I ſtand quoth Phocbe, And in pour victoꝛp q.
